After hearing the discussion of the Photostat ex- 
pense and income the Chairman decided to call a 
meeting of the Executive Committee with the Regis- 
ter of Deeds for more information. 


Public hearing adjourned at 3:25 p.m.

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CARROLL COUNTY BUDGET MEETING 


County Farm, Ossipee, N. H. 


January 21, 1956 


Meeting called to order by Chairman Hodgdon 
at 1:30 p.m. Present: Reps. Chandler, Benson, 
Downs, Roberts, Lamprey, Hodgdon, Hodge, Peas- 
lee, Ford, Nickerson, Hayden, Remick, Senator 
Washburn, and Delegates Palmer, Morrison, Thomp- 
son, and Morey. 


Dr. Dube discussed the welfare programs at some 
length, and then proposed county budget reviewed, 
with explanations by Commissioners and other coun- 
ty officials. Superintendent Hatch discussed the 
county farm budget, stressing greatly increased in- 
come and the need for new equipment, particularly 
a surplus bulldozer and new barn. Delegate Morey 
suggested that the hospital (infirmary) item on farm 
budget be broken down in more detail. 


Executive session: Hodge moved, seconded by 
Chandler, that Jury Payrolls be increased to total 
$2,750.00. Motion carried unanimously. Hodge 
moved, seconded by Chandler, that Stenographer 
item be increased to total $3,000.00. Motion car- 
ried unanimously. 


Discussion ensued on photostat machine. Chair- 
man Hodgdon explained that the ’49 Executive Com- 
mittee specified that county would receive one third 
of fees from machine. In 1954, net recording fees 
were $3,234.87 (excluding one third for county). 
It was further explained that this figure does not in- 
clude the Registrar of Deed’s own fees. Executive 
Committee were unable to ascertain the total gross 
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income of the Registrar, and dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed with Registrar for lack of cooperation on 
this matter. Following the recommendations of the 
Executive Committee, Hodge moved, seconded by 
Downs, that county receive one third of income from 
photostat machine, which is agreeable to Registrar 
of Deeds, until a different agreement is made. Mo- 
tion carried, with one dissenting. Lamprey then 
moved, seconded by Morey, that Executive Commit- 
tee secure ruling from the Attorney General to ascer- 
tain the legality of demanding a full financial state- 
ment from a county officer (such as Registrar of 
Deeds), and if so legal, that said Executive Commit- 
tee request that such a statement be filed for the 
1957 delegation meeting. Motion carried unanim- 
ously. 


Morrison moved, seconded by Downs, that Ex- 
tension Service budget be increased to total $12,- 
000.00. Motion carried unanimously. 


Discussion ensued on need for “surplus” bull- 
dozer for farm. General feeling expressed that it 
would be cheaper to hire a bulldozer than to pur- 
chase one. Chandler moved, seconded by Remick, 
that $600.00 be deleted from item VII on farm bud- 
get, for a reduced total of $200.00, indicating that 
this would eliminate bulldozer purchase. Motion 
carried, with one dissenting. 


Hodgdon moved, seconded by Ford, that $1,300.00 
be added to County Home budget for social security. 
Motion carried. 


Discussion ensued on need for additional Court 
House space. Remick moved, seconded by Chand- 
ler, that a committee of three be appointed by Chair- 
man Hodgdon to study this problem, that a report 
be submitted by said committee to delegation not 
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later than June 1, 1956, and that a sum not to exceed 
$250.00 be set aside for necessary expenses of com- 
mittee members. Motion carried unanimously. 
Peaslee moved, seconded by Downs, that $8,000.00 
be taken out of Cash Balance of $16,333.22 and 
transferred to Building Fund. Motion carried unan- 
imously. Lamprey moved, seconded by Morrison, 
that the so-called Barn Fund not be used for any 
purpose unless authorized by the delegation. Mo- 
tion carried unanimously. 


Morey moved, seconded by Nickerson, that the re- 
vised County Budget of total $162,600.00 (with net 
appropriation of $121,162.96) be adopted. Motion 
carried. 


Chairman Hodgdon then named Guy Nickerson of 
Tamworth, Stewart Lamprey of Moultonborough, 
and Earle Chandler of Bartlett, to comprise a com- 
mittee to study needs for additional Court House 
space. 


Morrison moved, seconded by Nickerson, that 
meeting be adjourned at 6:00 p.m., subject to call 
of chair.

Mr. Prescott presented his new plans for the 
Court House additions which substantially carried 
out previous recommendations of the Delegation. 
The plans consisted of two, two-storied wings, one 
wing being larger than the other, thereby creating 
1,242 extra square feet of floor space over pre- 
vious plans. Total cost of new plan (including 
sprinkler system, heating plant, plumbing, wiring 
and basement renovations) was estimated at $140,- 
361.00. : 
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After a lengthy question and answer period, the 
Delegation went into executive session. Chandler 
moved the adoption of the new plan for Court House 
renovation and construction of two additional wings. 
Seconded by Remick. Motion adopted unanimous- 
ly, 


Lamprey moved that the Delegation authorize the 
County Commissioners to issue bonds to facilitate 
the realization of the above plan, said bonds not to 
exceed the amount of $145,00.00, and to be amor- 
tized over a period of fifteen years. Seconded by 
Morey. Motion adopted unanimously. 


Chandler moved that the firm of Prescott and 
Erickson of Laconia be retained as architects for 
above planned Court House renovation and con- 
struction. Seconded by Stokes. Motion adopted 
unanimously. 


Remick moved that completion date for above 
construction be September 1, 1957. Seconded by 
Peaslee. Motion adopted unanimously.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


There is of necessity a sameness to the foreword in 
the Commissioners’ Report, and that of Carroll 
County in 1956 will be no exception since general 
conditions are much the same as in 1955. The 
county budget was overspent, but appropriations 
over which the Commissioners have control were 
kept within bounds. It is impossible to estimate 
the costs of Court or to determine in advance how 
many families will move into the County or need 
medical attention. Consequently, appropriations 
for such items are problematical. It will be noted 
on pages to follow that Direct Aid expenses were 
more than the amount allocated them, but that 
Soldier’s Aid costs were less. Also, more money was 
spent for Old Age Assistance but less for Board and 
Care of Children. The total amount of money appro- 
priated for these four catagories was $22,500.00. 
$22,937.36 was spent. Thus public welfare expenses, 
by and large, were very closely estimated. 


No exceptional work was done in the Court House 
for two reasons: prospective alterations are in the 
making; and Grover Wiggin, our able custodian, 
was hospitalized in the fall. We are happy to re- 
port that he is making a complete recovery. For- 
tunately, Mr. Clyde Butcher, who lives nearby, was 
able to take over the duties which Mr. Wiggin has 
ably performed for about thirty years. 


Court expenses are unpredictable, and an unex- 
pected case cost the county so much that Superior 
Court expenses were well over the amount estimated. 
Counsel fees, for instance, cost a thousand dollars 
more than anticipated. 
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Special indexing, a procedure required by law 
every ten years, has gone on under the supervision of 
Registrar Lee Gray, who is inaugurating a new sys- 
tem, and when completed (presumably in April, 
1957), Carroll County will have one of the best set- 
ups of its kind in the state. 


Expenses at the ‘“‘County Farm,” as most people 
insist on calling our Home, are always a subject for 
criticism, and 1956 will probably be no exception 
since it was necessary to overspend the appropria- 
tion. However, a study of the situation should con- 
vince one that all expenses were warranted. 


Demand for accommodations here was so great that 
rooms previously occupied by the staff were taken 
over during the year, making it possible to admit 
ten more people. At the present time there are 47 
paying guests and four non-paying ones in the 
Home. The above expansion, of course, made it 
necessary to furnish more nursing care but brought 
in additional revenue. By the way, $38,813.26 was 
taken in for board alone with $5,300.00 listed as 
Accounts Receivable. Mrs. Hatch continues to be 
the very popular and considerate head of this part 
of our institution. 


Superintendant Hatch has improved his herd of 
Holsteins during the year by a gain in production of 
420 pounds per cow. The average butterfat test was 
3.04, and the average pounds per cow of butterfat 
was 349. 150,316 pounds of milk sold during the 
year (not locally, as reported recently in a local 
paper) to the Strafford Dairies in Dover. This 
brought a revenue for milk of $4,646.10. At least 
sixty quarts more are consumed daily at the institu- 
tion. There are now ten pure bred Holsteins in the 
County herd. Eight grade creatures were slaughtered 
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for consumption at the Home, so that few items for 
beef are found among the Home food bills. 


Mr. Hatch was especially pleased with his yield 
of potatoes, over 700 bushels, enough to feed his 
large family. All other products were raised in pro- 
portion, so that the walk-in freezer is, or was filled 
to capacity. Farm records show that $10,054.14 
worth of products raised, were consumed at the in- 
sitution, $8,325.86 (most of which was for milk) 
being sold. These, along with other similar receipts, 
bring the 1956 ‘“‘Home take’ to $50,555.89 or some 
$12,000.00 more than last year. Subtracting this 
amount from the appropriation of $75,000.00 and 
your Couny Home was really run for less than 
$30,000.00. 


A minor conflagration occurred in February. The 
top of the piggery was burned off, presumably by a 
defective chimney. The insurance company was lib- 
eral with its adjustment and by using House of Cor- 
rection men, along with regular farm workers, and 
lumber cut on the place, the piggery was restored 
and a small milk house built. 


It is still the hope of a majority of the Commis- 
sioners that the $13,000.00 insurance money from 
the barn fire may be used to construct a new barn. 
A resolution from the Carroll County Farm Bureau, 
representing many of the leading farmers in Car- 
roll County, recommends this move.
